Court Sustains Objection to 
Testimony About Low 
Cash Reserves. 





BREAKS WITH MORSE

Witness Promises to “Tell All 
the Facts” to Save 
Himself. 








NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Alfred H. Cur- 
tis, president of the National Bank of 
North America and charged jointly with 
“Ice Trust” organ- 
izer and general frenzied financier, with 
violations of the national banking laws, 
Was a witness today in his own behalf. 

Before he went on the stand his coun- 
sel, Judge W, K. M. Olcott, announced 
that his client had been persuaded to 
“tell all the facts.”’ It had been reported 
previously that Curtis and Morse had 
split, and that Curtis, in an effort to 
save himself, would give all the details 
of Morse’s operations. 


Reserve Was Too Low 
When Curtis resumed his testimony to- 


day he said weekly reports were made 
by him to the bank directors showing 
the loans, collateral, reserve, etc. There 
was a rule in the bank, he said, that it 
must have on hand at the end of the 
week cash representing 26 pcr cent of net 
deposits, — 

Taking up the Government’s testimony 
regarding the lack of reserve in the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, Mr. Ol- 
cott endeavored gto show that it was 
a common thing for banks to be a little 
below the legal reserve and endeavored 
to prove that fully half of the 53 Clear- 
ing House banks had about that time but 
20 to 2 per cent of their deposits on 
hand in.cash. United States Attorney 
Stimson objected to questions along 
this line and Judge Hough sustained 
him. 

Tells of Dummy Loans, 

Oleott next took up the various 
“dummy” loans made on Ice stock at 
the time tradiffg in the $teck was so 
brisk. Many-of the Whiting “dummy” 
loans Mr. Curtis could not recall with- 
out consulting the bank’s records. Some 
of them he could not remember at all, 
and did not think he had made them. 
He said, however, that he probably 
would have approved the loans had he 
been called to pass upon them. 

Curtis told of Morse paying off with 


his peraanes check for $248,000, the total 
Whiting ee then outstanding. The 
£0.50 on this loan to the bank was 

500, he said, and was duly’ credited 
to the bank’s account. 


Called Morse “Little Man.” 


Curtis said that although he had re- 
ferred in letters to “four ice holdings,’ 
the stock in question really was the 
property of Morse. He said the direc- 
tors generally referred to the stock as 
“ours” because the bank was getting 
the profits. He often used the term 
“our,”’ he said, in referring to collateral 
deposited in the bank from time. to 
time in support of loans by the bank. 

Curtis was asked regarding testimony 
given by Second Assistant Cashier Rado. 
Curtis denied that Rado ever complained 
to him about the amount loaned on ice. 
Rado had remarked to him that the 
amount loaned was rather high. 

“But I asked him,” said Curtis, “‘if 
he didn’t. remember that it was the 
muittle Man’ loan and that the ‘Litth 
Man’ was behind it.” 

“The ‘Little Man’ was a name Morse 
was known by in the bank?’ asked the 
attorney. 

“It was.’’ 


Quotes Comptroller Ridgely. 


Detatling the receipt of a letter from 
Comptroller Ridgely, in which the loans 
of the bank were sfiarply criticised, 
“Curtis told of the measures that were 
taken by himself, Morse and the other 
directors to mend matters and of a visit 
he had made to Washington see the

The romance of an impetuous medical 
student and a pretty restaurant cashier 
might have resulted in a double trag- 
edy but for the interference of the po- 
lice, who took from Frederick D. F. 
Gerzema, aged 18, a revolver with which 
he first threatened to kill I. T. Dusen- 
bury, proprietor of a cafe at 2842 Olive 
street, and then himself. 

The innocent cause of the threatened 
tragedy is Miss Cora Rich of 2712 Frank- 
lin avenue, who was employed in Dusen- 
bury’s restaurant. Gerzema, who is un- 
der arrest, while the police are in pos- 
session of the pistol. Miss Rich is hop- 


ing that Gerzema will get out of his 
troubles so that the romance will not 
be shatfered. 

Gerzema is the son of Dr. Franz Ger- 
zema of 771 Lincoln avenue, Peoria, IIl. 
He matriculated in Barnes Medical Col- 
lege in September, and has a room at 
3142 Olive street. According to a memo- 
randum in his pocket, he met Miss Rich 
Oct. 8, expected to be engaged to her 
by Nov. 8, and married May 14, 1912. 

Accepted and Becomes Jealous, 
Miss Rich blushingly admitted that 

Gerzema proposed to her the second 
time he took her to the theater and 
that she accepted him. He got jealous 
of Dusenbury and ordered his fiancee 
to quit working in the restaurant. She 
consented to quit, but offered to go to 
the restaurant each day long enough 
to write out the bills of fare. This dis- 
pleased Gerzema, and he went to the 
restaurant Tuesday, with a revolver. 

He failed to meet Miss Rich there, but 
sat down to wait for her to come in, 
meantime exhibiting the revolver and 
threatening to kill Dusenbury and then 
himself. Dusenbury sent for a police- 
man, who arrested the medical student 
before he decided to use the revolver. 

Wrote a Farewell. 

In his pocket was found a farewell 
letter, with a gleam of hope for life 
in it, addressed to his sweetheart. It 
ran as follows: 

“Dearest. I know not whether I 
shall see you alive again, but sin- 
cerely hope I shall. I wasn’t mad at 
all last night, but was only trying 
you to see if you loved me enough to 
do what I asked you. But if you 
should have come to the cafe this 
morning I would have killed Dusen- 
bury and myself, and I'll kill myself 
anyhow, because you don’t care for 
the fellow that loves you as none 
ever loved or ever will love you. 
Answer this personally. Do you love 
me? Well, bye bye, sweetheart, I 
am, “FRED.” 
After. being arrested Gerzema said he 

had no intention of killing anybody.

Jack O’Brien fights Sam Langford. Phil- 
adelphia Jack affects the culture fad, 
Sam Langford is another “black demon” 
of the Walcott type—only a little bigger 
and blacker and uglier than . Walcott 
ever dared to be. There’s nothing “es- 
thetic” about Langford. He grins like 
an ape when he knocks his victim out. 


He is marvelously muscular, but not in 
any Way statuesque. His huge shoul- 
ders and great, long arms are built for 
work or for fighting, not for lithe and 
symmetrical beauty. He’s a_ gorilla 
among fighters. 

For that matter, there’s nothing ex- 
tremely charming and delicate about 
O’Brien’s appearance. Endowed with 
large, heavy features in the first place, 
his hundreds of sparring bouts have 
only made him more rugged and un- 
couth. His heavy jaw and high cheek- 
bones give him unusual facilities for 
taking punishment. But from the neck 
down O'Brien is of a type entirely dlif- 
ferent from Langford’s. He is slightly 
built, with long, clean-cut limbs. He 
is built for running and jumping, and 
he uses poth of these athietic stunts 
to the limit in his fighting. Langford 
only tears in with short, savage. dashes, 
striking terrific blows with either hand 
at close range. O’Brien pecks and taps 
and jabs and now and then uses 
snappy inside blows when he has time 
to get safely away. 


Jack Reposes as Gentleman. 


O’Brien has a valet. He likes to re- 
ceive reporters in his apartment in 
some “‘swell’’ hotel, clad in a pink bath- 
robe with green flowers embroidered on 
it, and offer them tea. He makes the 
tea himself, like a pleasant old lady, 
and serves it. The strongest expres- 
sion of amazement that O'Brien ever 
uses is ‘“‘Dear me!’’ and when he 1s very 
much disturbed he exclaims “Goodness 
Gracious!” 

But Jack’s greatest ambition is to be 
called “Gentleman Jack.” That “Gen- 
tleman”’ appeals to him tremendously— 
as a title. A large part of his personal 
advertising is made up of attempts to 
register at the most exclusive hotels. 
His dream of delight is to have an apert- 
ment at the St. Regis or the Aster, and 
walk through the lobby wearirg a big 
diamond stickpin in his sweater when 
he goes out to train in the park. 

Langford compared to O’Brien is like 
a lump of coal beside a yellow diamond. 
He is a black, powerful, unintelligent 
sawed-off giant with a really remark- 
able knack of using his fists. All he 
knows is the fighting game, but at that 
he is a master.

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—An “affinity’’ ro- 
mance that reached from coast to coast 
Was revealed here today, when Mrs. 
wife of Dr. 
John Dunphy of 19% Huntington ave- 
nue, Boston, was indicted by the Cook 
County grand jury on the charge of 
robbing Charles E, Giles, a former Bos- 
ton money lender, of $9000 in cash and 
jewels. She has been arrested in Bos- 
ton. 

According to the story Giles told to 
the grand jury, he and Mrs. Dunphy 
came to Chicago together early in the 
month. He had lent her large sums of 
money, he said, and she had agreed 
to transfer property in California to 
him in payment of the loans. They 
made a trip to the coast together and 
there Mrs. Dunphy was unable to give 
a.clear title to the property. 

They returned to Chicago and regis- 
tered at the Great Northern Hotel, on 
Oct. 12 as husband and wife. He was 
absent most of that day. When he re- 
turned to his room, he says he founa 
that his trunk had been broken open 
and his property gone. 

‘The police say that Mrs. Dunphy in- 
duced a bellboy at the hotel to open 
the trunk for her, saying she had lost 
her key. He pried it open with a chisel. 
The list of articles alleged to have been 
stolen mentions a diamond brooch val- 
ued at $1500, a pair of earrings, $1000: 
a stickpin, $150; three diamonds, un- 
appraised, and 24 shares of stock in a 


medical company, valued at $6000.

Quiet Designs More Popular. 

This campaign, manufacturers aad 
dealers say, the button midst popular ts 
sedate and plain, merely a portrait of 
the candidate with his name, all in 
Plain black and white. The bottom has 
almost dropped -out of ‘trade in fancy 
buttons, such as gave color to the free 
silver campaign and other recent presi- 
dential races.

Emperor to Follow Example cf 
Prince Henry, Who Enjoyed 


Flight in Balloon. 

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—The most enthusi- 
astic aeronaut in Germany today is 
Prince Henry of Prussia, prother of 
the Emperor, who yesterday made a 
flight of several hours in Count Zep- 
pelin’s reconstructed dirigible balloon. 

“It was great,’ the Prince declared 
today to. those who came in person to 
congratulate him for the fortunate out- 
come of his aerial cruise. 

“Danger? Not a bit. I had as great @ 
sense of security as though I had been 
walking on the street. The trip was A 
delightful surprise, and you can here- 
after count me among the devotees of 
aviation as a sport and also a believer 
in the possibilities of the dirigible bal- 
loon as a commercial and military 
agency.
